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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed September 23, 2003 fails to comply 
with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the 
relevance, as it is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) 
most knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is 
not in the English language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Rogallo (US # 3,304,773). See column 3, lines 3-7. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cech et 
al (US # 5,957,491). Cech et al discloses a weigh pan (12) that is coated with 
polyurethane (Col. 4, lines 39-44). The recitation that the pan is operable to weigh a 
test weight on a comparator balance has not been given patentable weight because the 
recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable 
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weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a 
structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for 
completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand 
alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976); Kropa v. Robie, 187 
F.2d 1 50, 1 52, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1 951 ); and, MPEP § 21 1 1 .02. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rogallo (US # 3,304,773) in view of Maejima (JP 61-057,660). Rogallo discloses the 
claimed invention except for the specific type of lacquer claimed. As noted in the 
International Search Report, Maejima discloses the type of lacquer claimed and states 
that it has good corrosion resistance. It would have been obvious to the ordinary 
practioner to use a known material based on its art recognized suitability for its intended 
purpose. See Sinclair & Carroll Co. v. Interchemical Corp., 325 U.S. 327, 65 USPQ 
297 (1945); In re Leshin, 227 F.2d 197, 125 USPQ 416 (CCPA 1960); and, MPEP§ 
2144.07. 
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7. Claims 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cech 
et al (US # 5,957,491 ). It is obvious that an automobile seat should have antistatic 
agents (so that a driver wont shock himself), the seat should be resistant to solvents so 
it doesn't deteriorate, should have a coefficient of friction that prevents the driver from 
slipping off, and should have a sufficient hardness so that it would be puncture resistant. 
The exact ratios of agents, the specific hardness, etc., would have been optimized by 
the ordinary practioner through routine experimentation. See In re Alter, 220 F.2d 454, 
456, 105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955); and, MPEP § 2144.05(11). 



Conclusion 

8. Claims 9 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
